•Canada’s fiifth Victory Loan opens 
on October 18 with'a cash objective 
of one billi.m 200-lftillion. This is one 
hundred million more than last year. 

Besides the cash objective, holders 
of Dominion of Canada bonds (5% 
and 49?) due Oct. 15, 1946, will be giv 
en opportunity to cohvert their hold¬ 
ings into 5th Victory bonds. 

The cash objective is divided as fol¬ 
lows: $525 million from individuals;. 
$675 million from “special names" 
comprising corporations) and business 
firms. -T* - 

Alberta’s share of the objective is 
set at S7 million dollars, which is 4 
million dollars- more than was asked 
in the previous 'oan, but two million 
less than Was actually subscribed. F. 
E. Osborne, provincial chairman, 
hopes that the province may reach 40 
million. • 

The first National loan m J&miafy 
1940, was for 200 million and ~was 
oversubscribed to 321 million. 

The second loan in September, 1940, 
called for 300 million and 324 million 
was raised. _ .. 

The first “Victory” loan launched in 
June, 1941 was for 600 million and 
730 million was raised. 

The second Victory loan was Feb¬ 
ruary 1942 and was for 600 million, 
with 843 million subscribed. 

The third Victory loan, October, 
1942, was for 750 million, with 991 
'million subscribed. 

“The fourth Victory loan was for one 
billion one hundred million, and one 
biilion 300 million was raised. 

The number of subscrbers to Vic¬ 
tory Loans has increased steadily. In 
the First Victory Loan there were 
968,259 subscribers; in the second 

I, 681.267; in the third 2,032,1545; and 
in the fourth 2,669,111. 

Compared with the new objective of 
$525,000,000 from individuals, the in¬ 
dividual subscriptions in the Fourth 
Vctory Loan was $529,641,800. Special 
names contributed $779,343,700 in the 
Fourth Loan compared with an oopec- 
tive of $675,000,000 in the new issue. 

Shooting Season 
Dates Announced 

Partridge From Oct. 1 to Nov. 27; 

Duck Sept. 13 to Nov.- 27; Wolf 
and Cougar Bounties 

E. S. Huestis, fish and game com¬ 
missioner, has announced dates of op¬ 
en season for the fall. 

Open season for Hungarian part¬ 
ridge in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince will be from October 1 to Novem- 
- beF 27. The bag limit is 15 birds a day 
and-not more than 150 for the season. 

Open season for ducks and geese is 
from Sept. 13 to November 27, south 
of the Athabasca river. The bag limit 
is 12 ducks per day or 100 for the 
season. The limit for geese is 5 per 
day or 25 for the season. 

The season for mountain sheep and 
gcats will be from Sept. I to October 
30 inclusive. 

Shooting of grouse and prairie 
chicken will be open south of Calgary 
and Medicine Hat from Oct. 11 to 
Oct. 30 inclusive. 

In the southern zone the shooting 
of cock pheasants will be from Oct. 
11 to Oct. 30 with the exclusion of 
certain areas where these birds are 
still protected. 

Within the area known as the E.I. 

II. , east of Calgary, the season for 
cock pheasants will be from Oct. 11 to 
Nov. 27. In the E.I.D. the cock pheas¬ 
ant limit is 5 birds per day and not 
more than 30 for the season. In the 
southern area the rock pheasant limit 
is 5 birds per day and not more than 
2<> for the season. 

' Shooting of deer, moose and cari¬ 
bou will be permitted between Octo¬ 
ber 14 and December 15 in that part 
of the province outside a prohibited 
area. Further deer is not to be hunted 
or killed between November 1 and No¬ 
vember 30 in the areas south of the 
C.P.R. line from Duthil to Calgary 
and west of the provincial highway 
No. 2 from Calgary through the towns 
of Macleod and Cardston to Carway 
6n the international boundary. 

Bounties 

New regulations provide for pay¬ 
ment of wolf and cougar bounties, 
with wolves and pups- at the rate of 
$10 each and cougars $15. Application 
for payment must be made to the 
nearest R.C.M.P. detachment or game 
guardian. 

During antelope season one ante¬ 
lope of either sex may be taken. Dur¬ 
ing the elk seas on , one male elk may 
be taken. Protection of hear has 
been discontinued. Grizzly are pro¬ 
tected in the Rocky forest reserve 
north of Crows’ Nest Pass but in all 
other parts of the province bear may 
be killed any time. 

Big-game hunting license has been 
increased from $2 to $3 for residents. 
A new special *big game license of 
$100 for non-residents is provided, 
covering sheep, goat and grizzly. 
There is a closed season on beaver but 
they may be taken under special per¬ 
mit if ei'cating^damage. 


Boost in Dairy 
Product Subsidy 

Eight Cents a Pound Continued to 
Dec. 31, and 10 eta. From Jan. 1 
to April 30 


New and increased subsidies on 
. dairy products to meet increased costs 
brought about largely by feed grain 
failures in whole milk and cheese pro¬ 
ducing areas were announced by Ag¬ 
riculture Minister Gardiner. 

The eight cents a pound subsidy on 
bntterfat will be continued cntil Dec. 
31, and 10 cents a pound will be paid 
from Jan. 1 to April 30, 1944. 

Beginning Oct,. 1 and continuing un¬ 
til next April 30, subsidies will be 
paid to dairy producers as follows; ■ 

Fifty-five cents per 100 pounds to 
producer-distributors of fluid milk 
brought by distributors for fluid milk 
consumption as the agricultural food, 
board may direct. The present subsidy 
is 25 cents. j. 

- Thirty cents per 100 pounds of milk 
used for concentration purposes as 
the agricultural food board may di¬ 
rect. No subsidy now is being paid, 
although 25 cents was paid in March 
and April of this year for milk to be 
used for condensed, evaporated or 
whole-milk powder purposes. 

Thirty cents per-100 pounds of milk 
used in the manufacture of cheddar 
cheese. This subsidy is new. 

Officials estimated the cost of the 
subsidies, in the period Oct. 1 to May 
1. would be from $18,000,000 to $20,-' 
000 , 000 . . 

Will Assist Farmers 

“It is expected that these subsidies 
together with the prices at which milk 
sells, will make it possible for farmers 
to produce sufficient milk to provide 
the fluid milk, canned milk, cheese and 
butter necessary to feed the civilian 
and armed population as well as sup¬ 
ply our Allies with cheese and canned 
milk in considerable quantities,” said 
the minister’s statement. 

“It is thought that if western grain 
is moved east at present ceiling prices 
in sufficient quantities, farmers in 
whole-milk and cheese producing ar¬ 
ea?, with the assistance of subsidies, 
will be able to maintain production at 
a reasonable level.” 

•The minister said the government is 
making “a special effort” to encour¬ 
age movement of every possible bush¬ 
el of feed grain from west to east 
without increased price to the eastern 
farmer. 

Great Patriotic Effort 

It is expected, he said, that Ontar¬ 
io and Quebec farmers who have light 
crops will be supplied with sufficient 
grain at present costs to maintain ■ 
their planned production of meat and 
dairy products. 

“It is hoped that the increased nost 
of purchased feed for dairy produc¬ 
tion over home-grown feed will be 
financed by the subsidies provided.’”

WAR NOTES 


250,000 Germans in Italy, Capable 
of Immense Damage. Ring of 
' Steel Tightening as Russia 
• Presses on. Heavy Jap Losses 


The capture of areas of Italy from 
German control is the present phase 
of action in Italy. In the current 
struggle in the Salerno section near 
Naples, the first Canadian Tank Bri¬ 
gade including Calgary- Tanks, are in 
the thick of it. Combined American- 
British-Canadian onslaught is centr¬ 
ing round Naples. In the southern 
section, the Canadian First Division 
is also engaged, but announcement of 
the exact location qf Canadian units 
will not be disclosed for a time. 

News of the release of Mussolini 
from prison adds to the confusion in 
the peace-seeking country which will 
continue to be war-torn till Germans 
are driven out. There are some 250,- 
000 Nazis in Italy, capable -of doing 
tremendous damage and determined 
to-keep Allied forces out of northern 
Italy. If this area is taken, the whole 
of southern Germany, Austria and 
Rumania can be easily bombed by the 
Allies. Italians are urged to aid in 
throwing the Germans oui so that or¬ 
der can be restored. “The next seven 
days will be vital” were the words of 
a recent broadcast r.o Italians. 

Good news of the week has been 
the surrender of the Italian fleet. One 
of Italy’s battleships was a prey to 
the Nazis, but Italian naval forces 
fought with Germany in order to es¬ 
cape. Six battleships, seven cruisers, 
.6 destroyers and many other Italian 
vessels are safe in British Mediter¬ 
ranean ports, and other Italian war- 
c v aft previous surrendered at Gibral¬ 
tar. Certain submarine craft is also 
at the disposal of the British. 

Allies have made landings on Sar¬ 
dinia and Italians are said to be in 
complete control of airfields at Corsi¬ 
ca. Berlin has admitted that battles 
were raging between German and 
Italian troops in northern Italy. 

It is predicted that the next big 
thrusL.after clearing Italy, will be to 
free Greeks, Albanians and Yugo 
Slavs. 

German disaster seems inevitable 
on the Russian front also. Russia is 
driving steadily fo Kiev and Dnieper- 
opetrovsk, catching Nazis in a vise. 
The Germans have been driven out of 
the Donets basin and lost most of the 
Ukraine. They may not benefit great¬ 
ly by the harvest of the Ukraine. 

Events in Italy have been so great 
that the whole Nazi strategy may 
have.tp be revised in planning a win¬ 
ter campaign. 

Day and night relays of R.A.F. and 
L’.S. bombers have been pounding a 
wide atea round Naples, hampering 
all Nazi re-enforcements. , 

In the Pacific also, the ring is tight¬ 
ening round Japan. A staggering loss 
of planes and .men has been suffered 
by Japan in the last month under 
fierce American-Australian attack. In¬ 
creased sinking of Jr.panese merchant 
men is weakening supply lines faster 
than they can be restored. Reduction 
ir. Jap air strength is forcing Japan 
to draw replacements from the other 
fronts- to hold what remains in New 
Guinea and the Solomons. 

German troops in Rome are compli¬ 
cating the situation in the Eternal 
City, and it is thought Hitler may 
plan to hold the Pope as hostage if 
His Holiness is still in Rome.

Alaska Highway 
Cost 115 Million 

Total cost of the Alaska highway is 
expected to be about $115,000,000'. 
This includes the cost of the.pioneer 
read bpened last vear with the im¬ 
provement to the 26 foot roadbed, and 
includes temporary bridges and their 
replacement with permanent struc¬ 
tures. 

Orders for preparation of plans for 
the road to be built through the wil¬ 
derness were given on Feb. 14, 1942, 
and engineer troops arrived at Daw¬ 
son by March. By the end of October 
the last gap was rinsed on the 1480 
mile pioneer road. There were 10O0 
troops engaged in building. 


One Million Tons 
Flour For Britain 

Britain is building up large stocks 
of flour, and the speculation is that 
thwe are intended os supplier for use 
in feeding liberated countries of Eur¬ 
ope as the war goes forward. 

Canada will send over 1,000,000 tons 
of flour, and a great amount is on or¬ 
der from-Australia. Part of the Brit¬ 
ish flour purchase is covered by the' 
billion dollar Mutual Aid bill of the 
last session. 

The British purchase will be paid 
for in Canadian dollars. The rate of 
pay is expected to be on the No. .1 
N. wheat basis of 90 cents a bushel. 
It is expected that some Canadian 
wheat or flour will soon be finding its 
way to Italy. 

Translate Fluid 
Ounces into Jam 

It will probably be a month or two 
before housewives get their bearings 
on the jam rationing. They are just 
beginning to feel at home with .meat 
coupons, so the value of jam coupons 
when translated into terms of the siz¬ 
es available on store shelves takes 
some training. 

The value of the D coupons as stat¬ 
ed by W.T.P.B. dealt with fluid ounces 
which ia a measure of capacity. When 
goods are bought in containers it is 
not always possible to get the exact 
coupon value. Six fluid ounces are 
equal to 8 oz. net; 9 fluid oz. are 12 oz. 
net; 12 fluid oz. are 1 lb. net; £4 fluid 
9 z. are 2 lbs. net; 

For a 4 lb. tin of jam, marmalade 
or jelly, the requirement is 8 D cou¬ 
pons. Two D coupons give a 1 lb. 
pail of honey. 

A family of two has four D cou¬ 
pons a month for which a housewife 
may get jam, jelly, marmalade or 
syrup available or sugar. Each D cou¬ 
pon may buy one half pound of sugar. 

Profits From 
Liquor Still Up 

The Alberta government wound up 
the fiscal year ended March 31, 1943, 
with a surplus on income account of 
$6,373,063, but with a net funded and 
unfunded debt of $147,562,150. 

' Despite rationing, the revenue from 
operations of the Alberta Liquor Con¬ 
trol Act was the biggest single item of 
revenue, $4,989,767, an increase of 
$2,089,767 over the estimated revenue 
of $2,900,000. 

Overall surplus on income and capi¬ 
tal accounts totalled $4,878,277, ac¬ 
counted for by an increase of cash on 
hand an increased purchase of bonds 
and debentures and investments. Rev¬ 
enue amounted to $27,961,197, an in¬ 
crease of $3,816,924 over the estimat¬ 
ed revenue and actual expenditure 
was $21,588,134, a decrease of $1,056,- 
689 from the estimated etxpenditure. 

Expenditures included $3,840,228 
for debt charges; $3,268,662 for edu¬ 
cation, $7,190,727 for'public welfare, 
institutions and charitable grants and 
$1,000,000 for the post-war recon¬ 
struction fund. 

Gross funded debt was $155,892,504 
and less $16,358,060 for the sinking 
fund left a net funded debt of $140,- 
534,448. The funded debt includes 
! 26,333,500 in loans from the Domin¬ 
ion government. 


IT’S AN IDEA

this vexatious problem: “Let the gov¬ 
ernment take over all our wages or 
salary, and then feed and clothe us 
and pay our rent and give ua army 
pay of $12 a week for the duration. 
That would free about half the gov¬ 
ernment employees for war work ana 
cure a million headaches. Most work¬ 
ers never have as much as $12 a week 
left anyhow, after paying those 
above-mentioned bills.”

No Tax Deductions 
From Seksonals, 

Threshermen Need Not Deduct In¬ 
come Tax from Hai-vest Employ- 
ees. Says Fed. Minister of 
Agriculture 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner replies to 
wire stating same provision as 
last year -now in effect 

Source of Trouble 

Is Now Eliminated 

Farmer in making returns on 
men states that those hired for 
threshing not taxable 


* As the threshing season opened-up, 
threshermen found themselves in ser¬ 
ious'predicament through government 
requirement that licensed threshers 
must deduct income tax on daily wag¬ 
es of their workman? This increased 
their difficulties in getting workmen. 
With machines all set to go, they 
found that many hands refused to ac¬ 
cept the condition of tax deduction. 
Several operators of threshing outfits 
spoke to Senator Riley about the sit¬ 
uation which threatened to delay har¬ 
vesting. The Senator wired Hon. 
James Gardiner outlining the situa¬ 
tion and received the following wire 
from the Minister: 

“Same provision as last year now 
in effect. F'armer is merely required 
to sign statement with his returns 
stating that these seasonal men hired 
for threshing are, in his opinion, not 
taxable.” 

This clears up a situation that 
threatened to create friction, bring 
loss of time, delay in harvesting and 
possible loss of crop. 

Last year there was loss of time be¬ 
cause seasonal workmen refused to 
work if their employer deducted in¬ 
come tax from their wages, and after 
representations had been made to Ot¬ 
tawa on the' situation, the ruling was 
lescinded on Sept. 16. 

This year the same question has 
come up, and it will be a great relief 
to employers to learn that they need 
make no deduction on the wages of 
men employed on their threshing out¬ 
fit:'. With this authorization thresh¬ 
ers may now name their straight 
wage with no question of deduction 
entering. It is understood, however, 
that the names of seasonal employees 
must be turned in as in 4942, the 
amount paid to each man and the to¬ 
tal of wages paid out. 

The view is taken that the seasonal 
wages as realized in harvest thresh¬ 
ing are not sufficient to render a 
workman liable to income tax, and to 
impose a tax during this wage earn¬ 
ing period with the probability that 
there may eventually be a refund com¬ 
ing to the worker, merely doubles 
bookkeeping work. 

More than that it Creates a lot of 
bad feeling, as some employers would 
avoid friction by absorbing the tax 
themselves. ' Since the cost would be 
added to the cost to the farmer for 
threshing, it would be the tarmer who 
actually paid it. And he can ill af¬ 
ford it on the price of wheat and the 
small deliverable quota. 

The going wage in this district is 
said to be $7.00 for a 12 hour day. 


Transportation fees will be paid by 
the provincial department agriculture 
to owners or operators of farm equip¬ 
ment in southern Alberta who move 
machinery north into other districts. 
Equipment must be moved not less 
than 50 miles and any move in excess 
of this distance must be authorized by 
the department to qualify for the 
subsidy. 

U.S. Says No To 
Plea of Argentine 

State Secretary Cordell Hull has 
turned down flatly the Argentine re¬ 
quest for United States lend-lease 
aid, stating that the Argentine has 
indicated clearly that its armed forces 
will not under present conditions be 
used to forward the security of the 
new world. . , 

The Argentine Foreign Minister 
lvid said that the “evolution” of the 
Argentine people toward the side of 
United Nations would be more rapid 
and effective Hf President Rosevelt 
would provide urgently needed planes 
spare parts, armaments, etc. 

But Mr. Hull bluntly said that Un¬ 
ited States was at war and must allo- 
cale war materials Where they will he 
used most effectively for defence of 
the western hemisphere. 

He pointed out that Argentine hy 
word and action-had indicated clearly 
♦hat its armed forces would not he 
used to forward security in the new 
world. 

Argentine is the .only Ameririn 
country' maintaining diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with the Axis powers, 'and is 
gp-wing uneasy over the increasing 
military strength of Brasil under the 
lend-lease war supplies.

The annual consumption of game 
n>eat in Canada, is estimated at 100 
million pounds. Hunters are credited 
with taking more than 48 million 
pounds of. dressed game annually in 
the nine provinces. This leaves the 
population of the Yukon and N.W.T. 
as well as backwoodsmen who con¬ 
sume a large amount of game mea{. 

An estimate of the caribou kill gives 
20,000,000 pounds of this species 
alone, a great source of supply for the 
north. Figures for other species are 
less definite, but there is no question 
that 100-million pounds is a reason¬ 
able estimate. 

About 50,000 of Canada’s.Indian 

population depend more or less on 
wild life.‘Our 100 million pounds of 
wiid meat may be compared jyith our 
production of 1,429,000,000 pounds of 
domestically raised meat- in 1942. 

This gives meat production from 
game a- ratio of 7% of domestic pro¬ 
duction. Fish are not included in 
Canadian estimate. 

Although out* total weight of game 
meat is • less than #in United States, 
the ratio of game used to domestic 
meat is more than four times greater 
in Canada. It is also used in places 
where it does most good, such as re¬ 
mote areas where distribution of do¬ 
mestic meats would be difficult.

Any new develoument on this con¬ 
tinent in the utilization of wheat and 
other grain crops for use of rubber, 
alcohol, plastics, varnishes, etc., is of 
importance to the west. 

The Financial Post carries a story 
of a new sulphite method of making 
alcohol from wheat, and opens up 
enormous possibilities. 

Ethyl or industrial alcohol is the 
common base for smokeless powder, 
anti-freeze, etc:, besides its other 
uses. Tanadian ethyl is now produced 
almost entirely from wheat and is 
priced at the distillery at 72-78 cts. 
Estimated *43 production is 14 million 
gallons derived from 7 million bush- 
pis No. 3 N. wheat. Production cost 
runs between 50 or 60 cts. a gallon. 

So far as Canadian rubber require¬ 
ments are concerned, if all were made 
from a wheat base no more than 15 
million bushels would be consumed. 

But industrial alcohol may be an¬ 
other matter if conversion costs could

The National Research Council’s re¬ 
port to the House of Commons in July 
was not enthusiastic about the use of 
wheat as industrial raw material, 
especially when cheaper raw material 
is available. 

But Groggins, chief of the chemical 
division of the U.S. War Food admin¬ 
istration has told a U.S. Senate com¬ 
mittee that the importance of the sul¬ 
phite method of producing alcohol 
trom wheat could not be overempha¬ 
sized. He said it might mean profound 
changes in production of alcohol and 
in development of a permanent indus¬ 
try based on agrcultural material. 

The greatest importance of the sul¬ 
phite process is that it increases re¬ 
covery of proteins from the present 
40% of potential to more than 70% 
and gives protein yield of higher 
grade. In almost doubled yield and 
improved quality great possibilities 
are offered in a wide range of indus¬ 
trial products add human food, as 
well as the present animal fee^ses. 
The protein recovery may make the 
end product, alcohol, look much like a 
bve-£>rcrduct. 

Several private research plants in 
United States are busily making tests 
on this process, and it should stimu¬ 
late action in the tests of the-Nation»l 
Research Bureau of Ottawa.
